NEW OBLEAFS, October 26.—The city has all day 
béen filled with excited rumers of trouble in St. 
Barnard parish, adjoining New Orleans below the 
city. From information brought to headquarters, 
by the sheriff of the parish and others, ig appears 
that a diffiulty occurred yesterday, on théoccasion 
of @ public display by a couple of Democratic clubs, 
in which one white man was wounded and two 
negroes killed, one being a member of the new 
Metropolitan police force. Atmight the negroes | 
congregated and proceeded in 4 body to the house 
of a Spanish banker, killed him, his son and sis- 
ter-in-law, and burning his house--his wife esca- 
ping with her child in her arms. Two other 
houses are reported burned, atone of which four 
children are reported killed. Rumors are various. 
and conflicting as to the extent of the outrages. 
Many white inhabitants of the parish deserted 
their homes last night and fled to this city early 
this morning. 

Upon the first notification of the trouble Gener- 
al Buchanan ordered a company of iniantry to 
march down theriver. Later,in the day he dis- 
patched another company of the first infantry on 
the steamer Ella Morse, instructing the officers to 
charge and arrest all the ring-leaders of the dis- 
turbance who could be found. It is currenlly re- 
ported this evening that the first body of infantry 

were attacked but by whom it is not apparent. 
Staff officers have been dispatched to investigate 
the mater. When the rumors spread this morn 
ing a large number of white men congregated on 
the levee in the lower part of the city and char- 
tered three steam tugs to convey them to the scene 
of action but were prevented from leaving the 
city by Gen. Rosseau, as the number of troops sent 
was suflicient to enforce order, The disturbed 
condition of affairs deterred internal revenue 
ofticiais from entering the parish to-day in dis- 
charge of their duties. Prominent members of 
voth political parties had an interview with Gen.
